Terrible I***<in InflitlH l on the l ilipi- 
n««i Not Heiiig llo tlc l, 
Manila, Feb. IS.—Contrary to expec­ 
tations all was quiet along the entire 
line yesterday. 
In Manila th© inhabi­ 
tants have generally recovered from the 
alarm occasioned by the fear of a native 
uprising aud are resuming their ordin­ 
ary business. 
The shipping interests 
are naturally suffering, since there have 
been no clearances few Philippine ports 
for a we *k. but on the other hand. for­ 
eign shipping has increased, especially 
for Houg-Koug, every steamer bound 
thither being crowded with timid refu­ 
gees 
”Despite this quietude, however, many 
ar* asking whether the problem is not 
still far from solution, A week ago those 
who toot an optimistic view predicted 
that the terrible lesson just administered 
to the rebels woald settle the question 
of Filipino independence in short order. 
But this pre* lie ti on has not been ful­ 
filled. 
As a mn tor of fact, the rebels are now 
scattered throughout the country buah- 
wacking, except at Malabon, where they 
are gathered In force. 
Even there their 
methods savor more of guerilla than of 
civilised warfare—every bush, dum p of 
trees and tree furnishing a cover for 
their sharpshooters. 
Unfortunately, for miles around the 
land is studded with bamboo jungle and 
open spaces are few aud far between. 
This affords the natives, which fight 
better under cover, a distinct advantage. 
In many places the jangle is »* dense 
that the eye cannot penetrate it, and 
only by the flashes of their rifles is th© 
whereabouts of the enemy indicated. 
Under such conditions it is rem arka­ 
ble that the American casualties should 
be so few, while the number of dead na­ 
tives found in the brush after every 
skirmish testifies to the precision of our 
fire 
Last week there was not a single 
day without fighting, but the Americans

Washington, Feb. IS.—Th© report sub­ 
mitted to the president last Wednesday 
by the commission appointed by him to 
investigate the conduct of the war de­ 
portment in the war w ith Spain was 
made publio lad night. 
The report Is 
an unanimous one, all the members of 
the commission having signed it except 
Colonel Sexton, whose death occurred 
Feb. 4. 
The report is a voluminous document, 
containing about 65,000 words, and an 
official abstract, prepared by the secre­ 
tary of the commission, was furnished 
to the press for its oonvenienoe. 
Re­ 
garding alleged embalmed beef, the re­ 
port says in part: 
“On December SI lost, Major General 
Nelson A. Miles, upon the written re­ 
quest of the president of this commis­ 
sion appeared before IL 
He refused to 
be sworn, as all other witness©** had 
been exoept one, who affirmed, stating 
that he would make his statement w ith­ 
out being sworn and was responsible 
for what he said, 
He proceeded, and 
for i he first time in the history of this 
investigation the allegation was made 
that refrigerator beef issued to the 
troops hod been chemically treated. 
’•In the statement, revised by himself, 
General Miles said: 
“ ‘There was sent to Porto Rico 33? 
tons of what is known a** so-called re­ 
frigerated beef, which yon might call 
embalmed beef.’ * * * * 
"He proceeded to read a communica­ 
tion from Dr. W. H. Daly, major and 
chief surgeon United States volunteers, 
an his staff, bearing date of September 
81, 1898, wherein Dr. Daly stated that; 
“ ‘In the several inspections I 
in the various camps and 
Tampa, Jacksonville, Chickamauga aud 
Porto Rico, I found the fresh beef to be 
apparently pteserved with secret chemic­ 
al* which destroy its natural flavor and 
which also believe to be detrim ental to 
the health of the troops. * 
"Altnough Dr. Daly swear? that he 
informed Genera! Miles about the 1st of 
August, 1*98, that he suspected that the 
refrigerated beef was chemically treated, 
it does not appear that the general in­ 
formed the war departm ent that an I 
officer of his staff had made this dis- J 
covcrv, nor does it appear that he at the 
time ordered any officers under his com­ 
mand to probe to the bottom an allega- * 
tion which if tru©, concerned the health 
of 875,000 soldiers in the United States 
array. 
It appears from the report of 
Dr, Daly, which he handed to General 
Miles Get. 21 last, that he then specific­ 
ally stated that the refrigerated beef 
furnished to the troops was ‘apparently 
chemically treated.’ It does not appear 
that when this charge was made, Oct. 
21, it having been already made to him 
in August. 1898, that General Miles 
communicated to you or the secretary of 
war or to the commissary general, the 
belief or suspicion entertained by him 
that refrigerated meat, dangerous to 
health, was issued ©vary day 10 the 
troops, in failure to do which there was 
dereliction of duty. 
It is true that on 
Sept. 30 he I lad directed that an order 
should be issued asking for reports re la-, 
tire to meat* issued, but the order speci­ 
fically me.* ions 
‘canned fresh roast 
beef,’ and nothing else, and It was the 
reports received in answer to this that 
were printed iii abstract by the general 
at the time of his appearance before the 
commission and since. 
“ In his report Dr. Daly does not make 
the all-important statement that he had 
already chemically analyzed any meat, 
although he suggests that such analysis 
should be made. 
He does state that in 
the several inspections made by him at 
Tampa, Jacksonville, Chickamauga and 
Porte Rico he ‘found the fresh beef to be 
apparently preserved with secret chemi­ 
cals.’ He said that at Ponce the beef he 
examined ‘was also of the same charac­ 
ter, being apparently preserved by in­ 
jected chemicals.”

One of the Cottages of the 
Yankton Insane Asylum 
Burned.

Yankton, 8. D., Feb. 18.—One of the 
most horrifying fires in the history of 
Yankton occurred yesterday morning at 
the State Insane asylum when one of 
the cottage* took lire in the basement 
completely gat ting the building and 
causing the loss of lives of 17 inmates 
confined there. 
The cottage was erected of stone and 
granite walls with wooden interior and 
intended for laundry purposes, but ow­ 
ing to the crowded condition of the 
main building 40 of the female patients 
were placed here with the laundry in 
the basement. 
The exact cause of the 
fire is not known except that it origi­ 
nated in the dryroom of the laundry. 
The fighting of fire was greatly hin­ 
dered by loss of power. 
The burned 
cottage stands some 800 feet in the rear 
of the main building, the water tank 
which is for fire protection standing IOO 
feet in the rear of the cottage. 
The 
steam pipes used for pumping runs from 
the boiler room of the main building 
through the cottage for heating and 
then to the artesian well or tank. 
Th** intense heat in the burning build­ 
ing caused the pipes to burst shortly af­ 
ter the fighting of the fir began, thus 
leaving them without power and depend­ 
ing entirely upon direct pressure from 
the tank, which was in no way sufficient 
to quench the fierce flames. 
W ith the thermometer standing at 28 
degrees below zero it was a heartrend­ 
ing sight to witness those escaping 
down the narrow flight of stairs in their 
night clothing and bare feet into the 
bitter (told, and had it not been for the 
nearness of shelter the suffering and 
probable Ires of life from freezing would 
have been terrible. 
The building was three stories high, 
with an attic aud two entrances, one 
east and one west. There was one stair­ 
way from the second and third floors 
which led into the main halls to these 
entrance*, thus giving but one egress 
for those in the second and third floors 
and attic. 
Fifty-two persons were in the burning 
building, 40 patients and 12 female at­ 
tendants. 
The attendants escaped, as 
did the others who were saved, with 
none of their personal effects, many los­ 
ing all that they possessed. 
Portions of charred re mein* eau be 
seen in the debris at the bottom of the 
basement, which appear to be nearly in 
a pile near the northeast wall. 
The 
work of removing the remains and 
debris began this morning. 
The asy­ 
lum in 1882, then a frame building, was 
destroyed and only six lives lost, except 
for loss of property. 
It was in no sense 
an instance to yesterday morning’s fire. 
Total loss on building and machinery is 
estimated to be $18,000.

Shot by Lieutenant Scott at Anniston.
